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LOTTERIES LAW 


The law in England on bet- 
ting ‘and lotteries is about to -be 
placed’ on a more definite basis 
as the result of the new Bill just 
issued. ‘The action being taken 


at Home suggests that this. 


Colony might do far worse than 
to consolidate-and amend its own 
Jaws, onthe subject. Prior to 
the passing of the Betting Duties 
Ordinance in 1931, ali lotteries 
in this Colony’ were illegal, but 
in actunl practice the law was not 
enforced with absolute strict- 
ness, the police refraining from 


\interfering in .certain raffles,

Last year, however, steps 
were taken to put a stop to prize 
drawings of the type of those 
sponsored by the St, Vincent de 
Paul Society and the St. John 
Ambulance Brigade, on the al- 
legation—which was not, very 
satisfactorily established—that 
‘they were becoming # nuisance. 
The present position is that, ex- 
cept “insofar as the. Betting 
Duties Ordinance applies, all lot- 
teries are, strictly speaking, 
illegal, but the police still over- 
look certain infringements of 
the law, whilst even in regard to 
the legalised cash sweeps and 
the pari-mutuel it is within the 
power of the Inspector General 
of Police to grant or refuse per- 
mission and, where permission 
is given, to impose such condi- 
tions us he thinks fit. It will 
thus be scen that a very large 
measure of diserction is still 
exercised by the police—in the 
one cage on its own responsibili- 
ty, in the other by. virtue of 
power conferred by ‘Ordinance. 
The result is far from satisfac- 
tory, sinca there is bound.to be 
discrimination, with resultant 
anomalies. In the new. Bill be- 
ing introduced at Home, the law 
is definitely laid down,’ ond 
where exemptions are contem- 
plated they are specifically pro- 
vided for. For example, exemp- 
tion is to be given to small.lot- 
teries incidental to certain enter- 
tainments where tho prizes are 
not in money and are not the’ 
only inducement to. attend . the 
entertainment, whilst~- private 
lotteries, conducted by members 
of a Socioty established for 
other than gaming, and. among 
persons Who work or live on the 
same premises, .are also to be 
granted oxemption. Incidental- 
ly, it will be seen that if the 
Hongkong. law followed these
